cates and Managers of this Charity, to eſtabliſh or to 

promote it upon the Ruins, or to the Prejudice, of 
ERK any other uſeful and generous Deſign; or to make 
an Advantage of any Warmth of Paſſion which might be in- 
ſtantaneouſly excited. 


For which Reaſons, though they have had an annual Ser- 
mon recommending it, and the Friends and Patrons of it 
have choſe to dine Together on the ſame Day, yet they have 
declined, either at the Sermon or the Dinner, to make any 
public Collection; though not refuſing any Contributions 
that may be then offered. 


What they defire i is, to appeal to the Judgments and calm 
Reflections of benevolent Minds. They think the Impor- 
tance and Utility of the Deſign ſufficient to recommend it ; 
and no further wiſh or deſire it's Succels, than as it is calcu- 
lated to promote the moſt valuable Ends, Ic 1s on theſe 
Principles they rejoice in the Encouragement it hath met 
with; on theſe Principles they (till preſume to recom- 
mend 1t.

And who indeed that impartially conſiders, can help ſee- 
ing and acknowledging the great Importance and Utility of 


this Inſtitution ? Who can behold poor young Creatures, form- 
ed with a Capacity for Religion and Virtue, capable of being 


rendered uſeful Members of Society, and above all, deſigned 


tor Immortality, but in Danger, through their Infeliciy, not 
their Fault, of becoming Burthens and Nuiſances to the Pub- 
lic, a Prey to Vice, and Victims of eternal Deſtruction? 
Who can ſee ſuch Objects, without feeling all their Tender- 
neſs and Compaſſion for them excited, without wiſhing for 
ſomething to be done to refcue them from impending Ruin, 
and to raiſe them to the important Ends of Exiſtence ? The 
Honour of Almighty God, the Public Intereſt, as well as the 
Happineſs of Individuals, unite to recommend them to our 
generous Regards. And the Charity inſpired by the Goſpel. 
of Jeſus Chriſt, gives Force to the Dictates and Feelings of 
1Iumanity to the Objects, and of Love to the Public. 


Some charitable Inſtitutions are more immediately confined 
to the Objects themſelves. Some are deſigned only for the 
Relief of a preſent temporal Diſtreſs. W hile others are cal- 
culated to remove the ſad Conſequences of paſt criminal In- 
dulgences. - Valuable, excellent Deſigns theſe are | May 
God Almighty proſper them ! and bleſs thoſe who engage in 
them ! But ſurely it is a Recommendation of this Charity, 
that it hath helpleſs Innocents for 11's Objects. It takes ſuch 
under-its Protection as are expoſed to all the Snares and Mi- 
{cries of Indigence, Ignorance, Idleneſs, and bad Example. 
It lends a friendly hand to guard them from Perdition here 
and hereafter; and to guide them in the Paths of Keligion 
and Virtue to eternal * appineſs.

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Did this Charity inſtill into the Minds of it's Objects, No- 
tions above the lower Sphere of Life in which Previdence 
hath intended them to move, or did it kindle in them the 
Sparks of Pride and Vanity, or did it propoſe to. teach them 
any Thing that might give them a Diſtaſte of the loweſt Oc- 
cupations of honeſt Poverty, this would be a great Objec- 
tion to it. But all this is carefully guarded againſt, And 
their Diet, their Dreſs, and their Inſtruction, ſuch as every 
honeſt Manufacturer would wiſh an Apprentice ſhould have 
been trained up in; and every worthy Maſter and Miſtreſs - 
would deſire the loweſt of their Servants ſhould have been 
accuſtomed to. Their Diet plaio, but wholeſome. Their 
Dreſs clean, but ſimple. And the Knowledge they are 
taught no other than what tends to make them religious, 
ſober, honeſt, and induſtrious in this World ; and happy in 
the World to come. 


Did this Inſtitution provide only for their Inſtruction ſome 
particular Hours of the Day, and leave them all the reſt of 
their Time at Jarge without any Care and Government, this 
would be a manifeſt Defect; and it's Expence and Deſign be 
moſt probably loſt and defeated. But by taking them wholly 
under it's Care, and keeping them always within themſelves, 
and providing every Thing neceſſary for them, they are ac- 
cuſtomed to domeſtic Order and Diſcipline; they are pre- 
ſerved from the Snares which they muſt otherwiſe neceſſarily - 


meet with; and their Words and Actions are conſtantly ſu- 
perintended and guarded. The unſpeakable Advantage of 


this is obvious to every one. 


This Charity admits both Boys and Girls. And in fixing 
their Age for Admiſſion, it was deſigned, that they ſhould 
not 


„„ 
not be ſo young as abſolutely to need the Care of a Nurſe; 
nor ſo old as to have received any previous profane or vicious 
Impreſſions, 2 which the reſt might be corrupted. The

promiſcuous Aſſociation of the Boys and Girls would mani- 
feſtly be highly improper. This therefore is ſtrictly guarded 
againſt. And they are always kept apart from one another, 
except when under the Eye of their Maſter and Miſtreſs, 
they are called upon Morning and Evening to unite in the 
ſolemn Worſhip of God. 


Were the Children here brought up in Sloth and Idleneſs, 
it would be an inſuperable Objection to this Charity, But for 
this there is no Room. And the great Advantage of this In- 
ſtitution is, That an Employment is found out and aſſigned 
to the Boys ſuited to their reſpective Ages and Strength, 
And to the Girls, ſuch as may train and fit them for Services 
in reputable Families. To theſe they are fo accuſtomed as 


to keep them from the Snares of Idleneſs; and to give them 


early Habits of Induftry : While at the fame Time Care is 
taken, by diſpenſing proper Encouragements, that honeſt 
Diligence may not be a Burthen, but the Object of their 
Choice and Pleaſure. nts 


To all this the Managers have the Pleaſure to inform the 


Public, that a Maſter and Miſtreſs are provided, to whom it 


is but doing Juſtice to ſay, that they are well qualified for 
their Office; and have hitherto diſcharged it with that At- 
rention, Fidelity, and Diligence, as to give entire Satisfac- 
tion. Nor hath it been in vain; for the Children have as yer 
ſo behaved, as (except only in one Inſtance) to give the 


Managers no Cauſe to repent the Time and Care they have 


beſtowed in the Overſight of them. And hence they enjoy 
the pleaſing Hope, that by the Bleſſing of God, not only 


the

the immediate Objects of this Charity, but their Poſterity, 
and the Public too in ſome Meaſure, will reap the real laſting 
Benefit of it. 8 | 


Glad would the Managers be to admit a greater Number 
of Objects; and they hope ſoon to be able to do it. For 
this they crave further Aſſiſtance. And they have the agree- 
able Confidence, that the more ſo uſeful and important an 
Inſtitution is known, the more it will approve and recom- 
mend itſelf to every compaſſionate benevolent Heart. 


To enable all ſuch to form a judgment of it, the Com- 
mittee have thought proper to publiſh the preſent State 
of «the Charity, The general Plan of it. The Rules 
for the general Government and Management of it. As alſo 
thoſe for it's internai and domeſtic Government. To which 
they have annexed a Liſt of the Governors and annual Sub- 
ſcribers. And take this Opportunity of returning their 
thankful Acknowledgements for many occaſional Benefactions 
which have been from Time to Time received.

, HIS Charity was inſtituted in 1760, and by the 


| I kind Aſſiſtance given to it by the Public, the Go- 
* vernors have been enabled to admit Twenty-lix 


* Boys and Twenty-four Girls, who are carefully 
kept apart from each other. — The Boys are employed in 
weaving Liſt Carpets; the Girls in Sewing and Knitting, and 
in aſſiſting the Miſtreſs and Servant in the domeſtic Affairs. 


In order to excite Diligence and Emulation among the 
Children in their reſpective Employ ments, proper Encourage- 
ments are allotted to them, which are regularly entered in a 
Book to each one's Account; and, on the contrary, if any 
have been remiſs, or careleſs, or committed any Faults, ſo 
much is taken off from their Accounts, as the Committee 
judges proper, according to the Nature of the Crime. Stated 
Hours of Prayer and reading are every Day obſerved, and 
the ſtricteſt regard is had to their Morals and good Beha- 

| | viour 
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viour, to render them hereafter uſeful Members of Society: 


and that their Health may be promoted, all proper Recrea- 
tions are allowed. 


The Dividends ariſ ing from the preſent Capital, which is 
3000 J. in 4 per Cent. Bank Annuities, and 500. in South 
Sea Annuities, with the annual Donations, which amount to 
about 270. are not ſufficient to enable the Governors to 
take in a greater Number of Children; but the Managers 
hope and flatter themſelves, that thoſe who are already Go- 
vernors and Benefactors, will, from the great Uſefulneſs of 
this Charity, and the Care obſerved in the Management of 
it, be induced further to recommend it; and that when 
the good Deſign of this Charity is ſufficiently known, many 
other well- diſpoſed perſons will add their Benefactions to thoſe 
already made, and thereby enable them to go on with this 
uſeful Work, and relieve many other diſtreſſed Objects, who 
from their render Years are incapable of adminiſtering any 
ever to themlelves. 


The Governors at a general Court thinking i it might be of 
Uſe to this Charity, have come to a Reſolution, that any 
Perſon, upon paying Sixty Guineas, may immediately put a 
Child properly 3 into the School. 


N. B. A Sermon will be — at the Orphan Work- 
ing- School at Hoxton, during the Summer Seaſon, on a 
Lord's-Day Evening, beginning exactly at Six of the Clock. 
And it is hoped, that ſuch Governors, to whom it may be 
convenient, will give Countenance to it by their Preſence.

II. That a Book ſhall be kept, in which ſhall be entered 
every Governor's Name, with the Place of his or her Abode, 


in ſuch Manner and Order, as the Governors at a General 
Court ſhall direct; by which every one's Turn to nominate 


an Object to this Charity ſhall be determined. 


III. That whenever any Child is to be admitted, the .
